1/ ldeally, the timng of paynment should be covered in the
offer, and, if not in the offer, in the acknow edgenent letter.
There is a danger in inposing a condition to the acceptance,
since, in effect, it constitutes a counteroffer and, thus, there
may not be a binding contract. On the other hand, if the timng
of the paynent is not covered in the offer or by a condition of
accept ance, paynent may not be nmade until sonme tine in the

di stant future. Cenerally, paynment should be required within

30 days. Simlarly, it is preferable that the matter of
nondeductibility of the paynent be resolved by the

acknow edgenent letter.
